(a) The Secretary of State, wupon receivVving pr oper
application and paynent of the required fee, may issue an
instruction permt to any person under the age of 18 years
who is not ineligible for a |license under paragraphs 1, 3, 4,
5 7, or 8 of Section 6-103, after the applicant has
successful ly passed such examnation as the Secretary of

State in his discretion nmay prescribe.
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(1) An instruction permt issued under this Section
shall be wvalid for a period of 24 nonths after the date
of its issuance and shall be restricted, by the Secretary
of State, to the operation of a notor vehicle by the
m nor only when acconpani ed by the adult instructor of a
driver education programduring enrollnent in the program
or when practicing with a parent, |egal guardian, famly
menber, or a person in |oco parentis who is 21 years of
age or nore, has a license classification to operate such
vehicle and at | east one year of driving experience, and
who is occupying a seat beside the driver.

(2) A 24 nonth instruction permt for a notor
driven cycle may be issued to a person 16 or 17 years of
age and entitles the holder to drive upon the highways
during daylight under direct supervision of a |I|icensed
nmotor driven cycle operator or notorcycle operator 21
years of age or older who has a license classification to
operate such notor driven cycle or notorcycle and at
| east one year of driving experience.

(3) A 24 nonth instruction permt for a notorcycle
other than a notor driven cycle may be issued to a person
16 or 17 years of age in accordance with the provi si ons
of paragraph 2 of Section 6-103 and entitles a holder to
drive upon the highways during daylight under the direct
supervision of a licensed notorcycle operator 21 years of
age or older who has at |least one year of driving
experi ence.

(4 Wien issuing an instruction permnmt under

paragraph (1) of this subsection (a) for a vehicle other

than a notorcycle, the Secretary of State may, subject to

appropriation, also nake available to the applicant a

sign with the words "Student Driver" printed on it. The

Secretary shall adopt rules for i mpl enenti ng this

par agr aph (4).
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(a-1) The si gn issued under this Section may be

di spl ayed on the rear of a vehicle other than a notorcycle in

a clearly visible location whenever the holder of the

instruction permt is driving the vehicle.

(b) An instruction permt issued under this Section when
i ssued to a person under the age of 17 vyears shall, as a
matter of law, be invalid for the operation of any notor
vehicle during the same tine the child is prohibited from
being on any street or highway under the provisions of the
Child Curfew Act.

(c) Any person under the age of 16 years who possesses
an instruction permt and whose driving privil eges have been
suspended or revoked under the provisions of this Code shal
not be granted a Famly Financial Responsibility Driving
Permt or a Restricted Driving Permt.
